SENATOR MANDERSON’S VIEWS. 


The Repnblican Senator from Nebraska Tells 
What Oacht to Be Done. 

Chicago, July 24.—“The first thing con- 
gress shoujJd and probably will do,” said 
Senator Manderson, of Nebraska, at the 
Richelieu today, “is to pass joint resolu- 
tions that the government will keep every 
silver and paper dollar on a parity with 
gold. That will go a long way in settling 
the unrest and feeling cf distrust and will 
restore confidence so far as the money ques- 
tion has anything to do with present condi- 
tions. 

“What will we have to do on the silver 
question? We may repeal the Sherman 
act, but only to replace it by a satisfactory 
enbstitute. I believe in the free coinage 
of silver with a change of the ratio. We 
know that the ratio is more than 1 to 16. 
It ix probably 1 to 22 or 1 to 25. Fix the 
coinage at the market ratio and the question 
is settled. Candidly, I do not think the 
Sherman purchasing act has had. much to 
do with the present condition of affairs. 
Take my state of Nebraska, up to ten weeks 
ago, we had more money than we ever had 
and cheaper money. The scare came on, 
our banks have liquidated to the extent of 
$7,000,000. Every dollar of that with- 
drawal is in the hands of the people of the 
state, Our depression there is only a scare, 
not a condition and to a like extent the 
game cause is operative all over the coun-

A NUMBER OF RESUMPTIONS REPORTED 


And Others of the Embarrassed In- 
stitutions Preparing to Go On. 


THE SITUATION AS VIEWED IN NEW YORK 


The Troubles in the West Are Not Re- | 


garded as Failures but as Suspensions. 
Other Financial Embarrassments. 


New York, July 24.—The banks reported 
the condition as fairly easy and to some 
extent better, inasmuch as the. demands 
for accommodation were light. The most 
notable demands for assistauce today were 
from Ohio. The orders for currency today 
were light. 

The subtreasury was debtor at the clear- 
ing house this morning only $118,000, and 
that,sum was paid in notes. What caused 
the treasury officials to pay in notes today 
instead of gold as they have done for the 
last week, could not be ascertained, but 
it Was assumed that the protest of the 
banks through the press against the incon- 
venient method of settling the clearing 
houses balances in gold, has caused them 
to see the absurdity of the practice. 

The indications today were that a con- 
siderable amount of currency was being 
received from some sections of the coun- 
try by the banks in this city, but that it 
was being offset by shipments to other 
places. One leading bank received $125,000 
on Saturday, while its shipments were not 
nearly so much, but, on the other hand, 
there was some banks on Saturday that 
shipped a great deal of currency without 
any receipts to offset those shipments. 
From thé demands received today trom 
Ohio and some other places for rediscounts, 
it is believed that the saipments of cur- 
rency to those sections this week will be 
heavy. In many instances during the last 
few days gold has been shipped to the 
country instead of currency, and more wi! 
probably be sent. The banks asking for 
the accommodation are providing themselves 
against runs as the wave of distrust sWeeps 
over their docalities. 

Speaking of the number of western 
banks which closed on Saturday, the pres- 
ident of one of the largest national banks 
in this city said teday that he believed in 
a majority of the cases they were not 
failures, but only suspensions, that they 
were solvent and: would resume business 
again in a few days, stronger than ever. 

The situation in New England is at- 
tracting a great deal of attention in this 
city now and especialy in regard te the 
manufactories.

, On Saturday, was very generally dis- 
cussed in banking circles in this city today. 
The failure was not entirely unexpected by 
wide-awake bankers in this city, some of 
the most conservative of whom had been 
aware Of its real condition for some time 
One of these bankers said today that the 
report that the failure of the bank was 
due to the failure of the Schlesinger syndi- 
cate was not true. The bank’s failure, it 
was said, was due to it having overloaned 
to certain parties with which the Schlesinger 
syndicate had nothing to do. 

Several banks this morning reported their 
inability to make collections in Philadelphia 
or obtain payment of the large balances 
they have to their credit with. some banks 
in that city. One bank here has between 
tive and six hundred. thousan] Tol- 
lars in Philadelphia, which it is un- 
able to obtain without resource to measures 
which would probably cause the banks 
referred to in that city to suspend. Banks, 
as a rule, are now refusing to accept drafts 
from their customers on Philadelphia banks, 
except. for collection at the  depositor'’s 
risk. In some cases where mercliants in 
this city have had large drafts on Philadel- 
phia, they have sent them there by spe- 
cial messenger for collection over the coun- 
ter, This course, however, involves trouble 
of identification, and when it has been 
given the commission had to be paid for 
New York exchange, currency not being 
obtainable. According to the reports to 
the comptroller, the Philadelphia national 
banks were as well supplied with cash on 
July 12th as were the national banks of 
this city. It is a cause of some wonder- 
ment, therefore, why the Philadelphia banks 
should be so slow in making the remittances 
to this city. 

The Treasury View of It. 

Washington, July 24.—As reviewed at 


the treasury department the week begins , 


with brighter financial prospects. A number 
of the recently failed banks are taking 
the necessary steps to resume, and Yomp- 
troller Eckles is lending them all the aid 
possible. He was notified this morning 
that the failed First National bank, of 
Kendallville. Ind., and the failed Northern 
National bank, of Big Tigpids, -Mich., 
would probably resume business this week. 

Tie First National bank: of Sania Anna, 
Cal., which resumed business Saturday, 
after a short suspension, received in -depos- 
its $12,000, while ¢he withGrawals amount- 
ed to only $6,000. This is regarded here 
‘as an evidence that confidence is being 
practically restored on the Pacific coast. 

All Six Will Resume. 

Denver, Col., July 24.—Bank Kxaniner 
Lazar, in an interview, states that he is 
convinced that all of the six suspended 
national banks in this city have more 
than sufficient assets and will restime in 
time. He says: 

“Tt is a very hard matter at this time to 
realize on securities and the depositors will 
have to be a little patient: There will be 
a meeting this evening of representatives 
of the bank and depositors, whereby the 
depositors -will accept certificates of de- 
posits to the amount to which the banks 
are indebted to them, these certificates to 
bear interest from their date until paid, 
at a reasonable rate. These certificates can 
be used a6 collateral by the holders and on 
them money can be raised. 1 would suggest 
that the certificates be made to run

THE BANK THAT POPE LEFT 


Was the Only One of Any Size to Announce a 
Suspension Yesterday. 

Louisville, Ky., July 24—The Louisville 
City National bank suspended payment at 
1:20 o'clock this afternoon, The bank has 
a capital of $400,000. 

The announcement that the bank had 
closed for Susiness was not unexpected. 
The bank found that it was impossibie to 
realize on its assets owing to the financial 
stringency. Deposits received today will 
be returned to the bank’s patrons. 

Since the financial stringency began, the 
bank has exerted every power to increase 
its cash resources, but could make little 
héadway against the general tendency. On 
Saturday it was sorely pressed, but by 
assistance it was able to pull through. 
This morning it received money which it 
supposed was sufficient, at least for the 
day, but the steady drain was too much 
for it. When the clearing house report 
was made it was evident that it could not 
realize on jis securities in quantities sufhi- 
cient to meet the emergency. The directors 
met.and orft:ed fhe Wank to be closed. 

It is hardiy prubabje that the bank will 
resume. ‘‘uree years ago W. H. Pope, 
its teHer, fled with over $70,000, and this 
was a hard blow to the bank. Bank Ex- 
aniiner EXscott has been piaced in charge, 
Depositors will be paid in full. The bank 
was Ohartered in 1865 and rechartered in 
1885. It was pretty generally known as 
Lerche’s bank. its individual deposits were 
over $222,000, and teday its cash was re- 
duced to. $14,000, Other banks declined 
to advance -currency, believing that the 
suspension could not be long averted. ‘The 
bank owes comparatively little outside of 
its depositors and about $100,000 balance 
to other banks. It has real estate vaiued 
at $59,000. Its bills receivable amount to 
$865,000.

Siam's Resistance Attributed by the 
French to English Influence. 


‘FRANCE HAS DECLARED -A BLOCKADE 


Her Flag at Bangkok Hauled Down 
- and Her Minister Will Leave. 


FRANCE AND ENGLAND ARE SPARRING. 


Each Thinks the Other Is Likely ts Go Too 
Far and Precipitate Trouble—Rus- 
sian Warsbips to Go to Siam. 


Pars, July 24.—M. Develle had a 
long conference with the premier deputy all 
day yesterday. Only at the last minute 
was. it decided to impart to the press Siam’s 
reply and the government’s decision. 

It is stated that M. Develle has noti- 
fied Admiral Humann to proceed at once 
to declare a blockade. 

Soir comments thus in an extra edit.on 
on Siam’s reply: | 

“Siam concedes /only the least important 
of the conditions/put by France. Her re- 
sistance is due obviously to English influ- 
ence. M. Develle would do well to speak 
clearly and firmly to Lord Duffer‘n.” 

The French government has not yet noti- 
fied the powers of the intention of France 
to blockade the Menam river. 

It is stated that M. Pavie, the French 
minister to Siam, has been ordered to leave 
Bangkok within twenty-four hours’ time. 

France's Uitimatam. 

Bangkok, July 24.—M.~Pavie, French 
minister resident, handed France’s ultima- 
tum to Prince VDevawongse, Siamese min- 
ister of foreign affairs, on Friday. At the 
sume time he informed the Siamese govern- 
ment that in case France’s demands should 
be retused he would at once leave Bang- 
kok to board the gunboat Forfait. The 
biockade of the Siamese coast, he added, 
would be declared at ounce. 

A Bieckade Declared. 


Paris, July 24.—The French government 
has notified the powers that it intends to 
establish a blockade of the Siamese coast 
without prejud.ce tg other measures that 
may be taken with the object of securing 
tou Irance the guartantee (to which sue is 
eutitled. 

A council of ministers will be held tomor- 
row to decide what additional measures 
shall be taken to .nsure the obiaining of 
guarantees from Siam. President Carnot 
is at Marly le Roy and the cabinet will gv 
there for deliberation. 

The ministers will meet tomorrow morn- 
ing at Y o'clock, President Carnot presid.ng. 
, Lhe French government will make arrange- 
ments with another government fer the 
protection of French subjects ‘in Siam dur- 
ing the absenee from Bangkok of M. Pa- 
vie, the Il pench minister. 
dhe i hunderer Spenke. 

London, July 24.—The Times th’'s morn- 
ing publishes an editorial which it is thought 


the merits of the I’rance-Siamese disputes. 
In cemmenting upon the S.amese answer to 
the French ultimatum, The ‘Times says: 
‘The Siamese refusal to go beyoud just and 
reasonable limits or to concede territory 
to which France never put in-an effective 
claim until the other day is no excuse for 
measures of hostility ostensibly directed 
against the S.amese, but geaily striking at 
the commerce of England and -other evoun- 
tries having commercial relations with 
Siam.”’ 

The Bangkok ¢orrespondent of The Daily 
Deane gore telegraphs under yesterday's 

ate: 

“The Siamese war ships are anchored 
one inile from the French and are crowded 
with men ready for action. Their inteu- 
tion is, in ease the French commence hos- 
tilities, to steam down and ram the French 
gunboats, attempting to board them by 
force and attack their crews with fixed 
bayoneis. The German gunboat Wolf has 
arrived here.” 

The Ruasian Warships. 

New York, July 24.—A story is circula- 
ted that Admiral Kaznakoff has received 
cable instructions to hasten the departure 
of the Russian fleet now in the Hudson 
and that the vessels now comprising it 
were to sail at once for Siam. Captain 
Zelenoy, of the flagship Dimitri Donskoi, 
says, however, that there is no truth in 
th.s story. He says the recent statement 
of the fleet’s future movements js to be 
carried out. 

No American Citizens in Siam. 


Washington, July 24.—So far as the 
state department is informed, there are 
no American citizens residing in Siam, 
except a score or missionaries. It is 
at believed to be necessary to take any 

ecial measures for their protection. ‘The 
United States has no diplomatic representa- 
tive in Siam, and the consul general at 
Bangkok, Mr. Royal, is in this country at 
present, leaving the office in charge of his 
son, the vice consul. If the welfare of our 
missionaries should be threatened, which 
is unlikely, they can without doubt, secure 
protection upon application to the minister 
of some other nation, as will be the case 
with the Freneh residents. 

War Talk frum Johnny Bull. 

London, July 24.—The Globe says: “The 
flagrant French aggression is aimed at 
England. Siam is merely a pretext. Hence 
the duty of the British foreign office is one 
of extraordinary difficulty. England’s 
place in the situation is paramount. F irm- 
ness is necessary, for doubtless France is 
counting upon the feebleness of the British 
consuls. She is not hungry for war nearer 
home than the Mekong river. 

The French Flag Lowered. 

Bangkok, July 24.—M. Pavie, French 
minister resident, has lowered the flag 
over his offices and has notified the Si- 
amese government he will leave to go 
aboard the French warship on Wednesday. 
He has requested the government to pro- 
vide pilots to conduct the Lutin and Comet 
down the river. French subjects in Bang- 
kok will be placed under the protection of 
the Dutch consul. ‘ 


AN AMERICAN MISSIONARY ASSAULTED 
And Mercilessly Beaten by Turks—Her Nar- 
row Escape from Death. 

New York, July 24.—Letters which were 
received by the Presbyterian board of for- 
@gy mission in this city contain news of 
an unprovoked attack upon Miss Annie 
Melton, an American missionary, who was 
stationed at the time of the outrage in a 
ittle village among the Nestorian moun- 
tains in ‘Turkey. 

Miss Melton escaped with her life, but 


was mercilessly beaten and bruised by 
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custom, she had pitched upon the roof. | 


The intruder was armed with a heavy stick. 
With this weapon he began to attack the 
defenseless woman, who screamed loudly 
for assistance; No one came to her aid, 
however, and she was compelled to de- 
fend herself single handed.: 

In some way she was able to break away 
from her assailant aud ran bleéding from 
the tent. The man followed, but in the 
darkness missed his footing and fel! to 
the ground. At the same time other forms 
Were seen running about and the sound of 
firearms was heard ‘n the distance. 

Miss Melton was severely hurt and her 
clothing covered with blood. After much 
insisting on the part of Mr. MeDonaid 
an inquiry was instituted by the authori- 
ties, but little satisfaction was had. The 
matter has been called to the attention of 
the state deparment and a rigid investi- 
gation is likely to ensue.

| THE GREW MURDERED 


On a Passenger Ship in the East Indies. 
Twenty-liwo Killed. 

London, July 24.—A dispatch to ‘lhe 
Times from Singapore says that on Thurs- 
day night a piratical outbreak occurre:! 
among the Achinese passengers on beard 
the Dutch steamer Rajah Kongsee, trad- 
ing on the coast of Achon. 

The Achinese attacked the crew of the 
steamer, killing an English captain, the 
mate and twenty-two of the Asiatic sail- 
ors apd wounded fifteen others. 

They then. quit ‘the vessel, taking 
some of the passengers as captives. ‘I'he 
steamer, with the wounded, is now in the 
hands of the Dutch. 


MR. GOSCHEN OBJECTS. 


He Speaks Againstthe New Financial Clause, 
but It Was Adopted. 

London, July 24.—The house of com- 
mons, sitiing as a committee of the whole 
on the home rule bill, discussed this even- 
ing Mr. Gladstone’s new financial clause 
which proposed that Ireland’s contribution 
to the imperial exehequer shall be one-third 
of her total revenue for six years. 

The speech of the evening was made by 
Mr. Goschen, chancellor of the exchequer 
in the last Salisbury cabinet. For nearly 
two hours he analyzed and erilticised Mr. 
Giadstone’s programme for Ireland. No- 
body had ever contended seriously before 
the home rult bill was introduced, he said, 
that Ireland was overtaxed. The suggestion 
of the present proposal that the burden of 
indirect taxation ought to be reduced was 
ridiculous. Mr. Goschen reptidiated with 
considerable heat the charge that the last 
Sclisbury cabinet had given Ireland sops 
for .concilizcory purposes, It was nntrue, 
he said, that troops were kept in Irctand to 
oppress the people. They were retained 
in Irish territory simpy from a military 
point of view. This disposition was con- 
venient. 

Shorily before midnight Chairman Mel- 
lor applied the closure to the debate and 
the clause in question was adopted by a 
vote of 226 to 191. 


A POWDER MAGAZINE EXPLODES 


And the Onty People Who Knew How It 
Happened Were Killed. 

Huntington, Ind ., July 24.—A powder 
magazine located on the river at the western 
limits-of the city and. containing twenty- 
five pounds of dynamite and 600 pounds of 
powder, was blown to atoms im some mys- 
terious manner this afternoon. 

Two bodies were dscovered in the ricin- 
ity horribly.mangled, one being identified 
as ‘Hugh Harvey, a young man, and the 
other lad believed to be Homer Mouseholder. 

So terrific was the explosion that window 
glass was broken a half mile away and 
buildings ‘n the city trembled with the 
shock. The bodies of the victims were 
blown a distance of 200 yards. The pow- 
der house was completely wiped out of ex- 
istence, no two bricks remaining upon one 
another. 

No one knows what caused the explosion. 
John Gooley, engaged in drilling a well 
near by, was struck on the left arm by 
flying debris, but escaped serions injury.

HE DEFIES THE SUPREME COURT 


In One of His Orders Concerning This 
Dispensary Law—He Denounces the 
Search Feature of That Law. 


Columbia, S. C., July 24.—(Special.)— 
The dispensary battle is now raging fast 
and furious. ‘The threats of impeaching 
Judge Hudson for his decision permanently 
enforcing this dispensary at Darlington 
and his later decree refusing to grant 
the state spies an order to search an al- 
leged liquor dealer’s house and confiscate 
his property, have had no intimidating ef- 
fect on him, and today he put still another 
nfiil in the dispensary coffin by calling 
upon the Darlington dispensary people to 
show cause next Friday why they should 
not be ruled for contempt of court in 
reopening this dispensary. 

‘his is a bold break, but it is exactly 
what has been predicted by persons who 
knew Judge Hudson's fearless character. 
It is bold, because it is directly in the face 
of an order jssued by Associate Justice 
Zope staying and superseding Judge Hud- 
son's injunction order until the assem- 
bling of the supreme court in November. 
The order of Justice Pope was obtained 
by Attorney General Townsend, who went 
to Newberry and procured it quietly at 
chambers.

“if the construction of the action tended 
for by the plaintiff be correct, or if the act 
be enforced as its terms demand, then, no 
citizen of the land, high or low, in city, 
town or county, of whatever calling, trade 
or business, is safe from unreasonable 
searches and seizures; and, if, perchance, 
he shall keep wines or liquors. in his place 
of business or residence for the private use 
of himself, family or friends, the liquors 


and all personal property are liable to seiz-. 


ure, to abide the result of the indictment 
or an action for abating nuisance. Each 
and every citizen is thus placed at the 
mercy of the envy, malice and revenge of 
secret spies or hostile neighbors. ‘The dan- 
gerous consequences of such license and 
immunity given to the malicious prosecutor 
are too apparent to call for comment.” 


HERE'S A GENUINE MYSTERY. 


Who Was Mr. Moore's Assailant?—A Sensa- 
tional Assault in Cleveland. 

Cleveland, O., July 24.—Henry Moore, 
eighty-four years old, a wealthy retired 
Hardware dealer, was murierously as- 
saulted jin his room at the Hollendon hotel 
late Saturday evening by a stranger, who 
suddenly opened the door and attacked 
him.

») cents per gallon for all the huckelberries 
delivered in Kremen, and before the season 
closed the little boys around the town and 
the poor people had brought in nearly four 
thousand gallons of these berries, and re- 
ceived 25 cents per gallon for them. Nel- 
son put these berries in gallon crates and 
shipped them to Baltimore, Cincinnati, New 
York and Chicago, where he sold them at 
a good profit. 

Since the huckelberries gave out, these 
men have bought all the blackberries they 
could get at 15 cents per gallon, and they 
have made up nearly fifteen thousand gal- 
lons of blackberry wine, worth about one 
dollar per gallon. 

Nelson & Dessau have not only made 
about $1,500 to $2,000 clear out of the 
huckelberries and blackberries, but they 
have given the poor people employment, 
and they have made more ovtt of it than 
they could have raising cotton. A_ten- 
year-old boy could make from $1 to $2 per 
day picking berries.

We print in another place a letter 
from a prominent citizen of Jefferson 
county in regard to a little piece of gos- 
sip which he finds in The Augusta Even- 
ing News.

What About the Platform? 


Editor Constitution—The following clipping 
is from The Augusta Evening News: 

“It is stated here that Representative Bland, 
of Missouri, father of the Bland silver law 
of 1878, and chairman of the committee on 
coinage in the last house, has almost prom- 
ised to voluntarily felinquish his claim for 
the chairmanship of that eommittee -in_ the 
next house, The reasons are said to be that 
President Cleveland has made it plain to Mr. 
Bland that he wished a man whose financial 
views were nearer his own to be at the 
head of that committee, and Mr. Crisp has 
told him, or caused it to be told to him, that 
the committee would be controlled by anti- 
silver men. 

“Mr. Bland’s friends say he would not 
really care to remain at the head of the com- 
mittee if a majority of its members are to be 
opposes to him. e isn’t here himself. His 
voluntary withdrawal would arapity Speaker 
Crisp, who, having for many Years acted 
with him on the silver question, would doubt- 
less dislike very much to turn him down if 
he insisted upon his right to the chairman- 
ship. In fact, many believe that he would 
not do it, and that unless Mr. Bland with- 
draws his claims he will be the chairman.” 

I have so often seen in the newspapers 
where Mr, Cleveland is said to have intimat- 
ed to congressmen what he wishes to be done 
by the next congress, which meets in August, 
that I write to askif you believe the state- 
ments contained in the clipping to be true. If 
they are and if Mr. Cleveland’s will is to

Novel Coal Mining. 
From The New York Evening Post. 

The mining of coal in the bed of the Susque- 
hanna river at Northumberland, Pa., has be- 
come a local industry of no mean proportions. 
It is not of sufficient importance to attract the 
capitalist, but a good day’s wages is made 
at it by scores of men who find the work 
more congenial than work on the farm. The 
explanation of the existence of the coal is 
simple. It has been: washed to its present 
location in the north branch of the river 
from Wilkesbarre, Nanticoke and Pittston by 
the floods of the past twenty years. A big 
dam at Sunbury has prevented the coal from 
being carried down further and distributed 
in the main stream. Rivermen Say that lay- 
ers several feet in thickness now cover the 
bed for many miles above the dam. At low 
water the coal is easily mined, and this is 
the manner of operations: The workers start 
out early in the morning with two large flat- 
bottomed rowboats, and casting anchor in 
five to nine feet of water, begin their labors. 
They are supviied with long-handle@ scoop 
netting, similar in shape to a round-pointed 
shovel. Using one of the boats as a base of 
operations, the miner pushes his net into the 
accumulations of mud, sand and coal, lying 
on the bedrock of the river. In raising it, 
by one or two dexterous movements, he wash- 
es all the mud and sand out of the net. The 
remainder of the haul, which is half a bushel 
of coal, is deposited in the second boat. The 
coal so obtained is entirely free from slate, 
and ranges in size from chestnui to small 
stove. It sells in the neighborhood for $2.20 
a ton. Nearly 4,000 tons were taken from the 
river at Northumberland last year.

This hotel is located oh the site of the old 
capitol of the republic of Texas, hence the 
name. Twenty years ago, when I first came 
to Houston to do local reporting for The Mer- 
cury I boarded in the old hotel, the original 
capitol building. My room was that which 
had been the private office of President Sam 
Houston and we dined in the “hall of the 
house of representives.”” In those Gays the 
old Texans would put up at the hotel and 
cordially regale one with unique stories of 
the stormy and historic events that had 
characterized the old capitel and the new- 
born republic. But today all vestiges of the 
old capitol are gone and a fine modern hotel, 
with elevator and electric lights, puzzles and 
dazzles the straggling old Texan when he 
comes to town “for the first time in twenty 


years.”’ 


Down at The Houston Post building, in a 
cozy sanctum, looking cool and complacent, I 


found Editor Johnson, an ex-Georgian, from 


Bainbridge. He is a cousin to Congressman 
Ben Russell and a strip of all-wool democracy 
off the same bolt of goods. He recalls his 
early journalistic association with ‘“‘Uncle Re- 
mus” Harris on The Savannah News and asks 
affectionately after his oid chum. Editor 
Johnson has been in Texas about fifteen years 
and has made himself one of the chief fac- 
tors in the journalism and politics of the state. 
There is a sort of Napoleonic suggestion of 
success about his physique and poses, and 
the prima facie prophecies are not belied by 
the eveuts of his career. He has made The 
Post one of the first papers in Texas. It is 
admirably served with news, closely and 
vigorously edited on the orthodox democratic 
lines, and is popular with a widespread and 
daily growing constituency. It was The Post 
that stood up to Governor Hogg in the last 
campaign—the only daily paper, I believe, in 
the state that did so—and was therefore the 
only one that could crow roosters on the 
morning after the election. It was a wise 
choice and made The Post the recognized and 
trusted organ of the regular wing of the 
democratic party in the state.. Colonel John- 
son has an able and cultured aide-de-camp in 
Major Toole, whose paragraphs and crisp 
editorials are easily distinguished. The Post 
is modernly equipped, runs the linotype ma- 
chines and wil) soon have its own specially 
designed office building—then it will be “The 
Constitution” of Texas. 

It would be unpardonable to speak concern- 
ing the press of Houston and not mention 
Uncle Dan McGary and The Evening Age. 
Kverybody in ‘Texas knows Dan, or has heard 
more or less of him, for he is one of the 
Nestors of Texas journalism. His little Even- 
ing Age has been printed daily in Houston for 
twenty-two years and has outlived in that 
time some thirty different contemporaries 
that have had their birth and death during 
McGary’s time in the Bayou City. The Age 
is unique in journalism. It doesn’t print an 
average of three columns of original matter 
per day, but it is one of the best quoted 
papers in the state. Dan knows Texas. and 
Texans as no other editor in the state and he 
is one of the freest lances that ever wielded a 
pencil. He doesn’t seem to knéw or care how 
the age lives, but always abides in the faith 
that it will get out on time, and it does. 
From the day that the federal soldiery 
marched Dan to jail in Brenham for editorially 
criticising the military despots then lording it 
over “‘rebel Texas’’ he has had friends who 
stick to him closer than a brother, and Dan 
is in the swim, panics and cyclones notwith- 
standing. He is a genial, happy-go-lucky Bo- 
hemian of the olden cast and his paper will 
live while he lives and probably die when he 
dies. As to that latter event all Texas hopes 
that it will be graciously postponed for de- 
cades yet to come. 


I had a glimpse of Senator Richard Coke as 
he passed through from a visit to the jetties at 
Galveston. The shaggy old veteran seems to 
have recuperated his leonine proportions and 
is in the spirit for a battle royal with the 
goldocrats of the senate and the nation. He 
is for free silver coinage straight out and be- 
lieves it would be a grave mistake to adopt 
the policy proposed by the goldolators—that is, 
to repeal the Sherman act unconditionally and 
trust to the future and to President Cleveland 
for the rehabilitation of silver to its rightful 
equality with gold in our monetary, system. 
He will fight that policy bitterly, demanding 
an unequivocal guarantee from the president 
and Secretary Carlisle that any democratic 
legislation in line with the Chicago platform 
will be signed and enforced. 

Some of the Texas papers are continually 
firing disparaging paragraphs at Senator Coke, 
because he did not bolt the regular party 
lines last year in the state campaign. But 
“Old Brains’ knows the people of Texas and 
knew what they expected of him.

The approach to the station is down a 
Steep incline. There nestling beside the 
banks of the river is a spacious new brick 
building, a towering chimney re- 
sembling those one sees in the smoky old 
Birmingham of England. The very in- 
spiration to one as the approach is made is 
such as to realize the grand scope of At- 
lanta’s latest and greatest enterprise. 

But not a sound obtrudes the stillness of 
the valley, and, but for the beating pulsa- 
tions of steam from the escape valves of 
the great engines within, one would scarce 
believe this scene of industry were alive. 

But on entering the pbuilding, the sight 
changes. ‘There in full view are two mam- 
inoth machines, engines which surpass the 
very loftiest dream of Hercules, steadily 
moving on and on, so easily, 60 noiselessly, 
so powerful withal that the wonder is that 
man could compass even in imagination the 
adjustment so accurate and so fine. 

The big driving wheels simply roll over 
and over slowly, but with incomparable 
force, while engineers like doll babies stand 
high upon the machinery pouring in oil and 
rubbing up the shining. rods. 

These wheels are sixteen feet in diameter. 
They weigh 38,000 pounds, and it took a 
whole car to bring them to Atlanta. With 
every revolution they throw 329 gallons of 
water four miles into the reservoir. They 
make eighteen revolutions to the minute. 

The first of these engines that confronts 
one on entering the building is named 
George Hillyer, for the distinguished mem- 
ber of the water board when it was decided 
to have the new works. The other is named 
Howell C. Erwin, who was also a leading 
factor in moving in this direection on 


behalf of Atlanta, and a member of the 
water commission. ‘There has been space 
left for another of these great engine, 
should it ever be necessary to have one 


for the supply of the city. 

Engineer Hoyt and Engineer Haffey keep 
watch over these giants, and under their 
splendid guidance they are kept as bright 
and shining as though they were simple 
little playthings. 

Following the Water. ; 

Leaving ¢he station beside the river a 
long, broad, graded drive allows one full 
advantage of a _ splendid opportunity to 
follow in the very track of the water, dash- 
ing along with tremendous pressure towards

ate the el incline the huge aqueduct pipe 
thirty inches in diameter, plows its way 
five feet under the ground and in this p pe 
for four miles the water, driven by the 
powerful strokes of the engines, knows no 
rest until the reservoir is reached. : 

The city has been presented with all 
the land that was necessary to secure the 
boulevard drive along the route of the great 
pipe and it is being graded by the county 
convicts. 

It is a beautiful drive and in time is sure 
to become one of the popular and fashivn- 
able drives of the city. oe 

It is nicely graded and is overshadowed 
in many places by great trees and vines. 

All along the way there are little air drafts 
from the main pipe to allow the authori- 
ties to clean out the concern from time 
to time whenever it becomes necessary. — 

The pipe crosses the Seaboard Air-Line 
with a siphon and makes a peculiar dive 
under the road bed, coming up again a 
few feet away and continuing its journey to 
the reservoir. . 

The water enters the reservoir from be- 
low. It was a wise scheme on the part of 
Engineer Clayton to have it so, for the water 
entering at the bottom of the basin any 
heavy particles of mud would not rise to 
the top surface, but would stay at the bot- 
tom. pase 

Then having the water to leave the «es- 
ervoir from the top it is seen that the basin 
of the reservoir acts itself like a filter, the 
top water being by necessity clearer and 
purer than the bottom water. 

° The Filters Described. 

If there is one feature of the waterworks 
more interesting than “another it is the 
filtering department. 

After the water leaves the reservoir the 
pipes lead it to these filters. There is a 
large brick house built for the filters. It 
is a thing of the system distinct and sig- 
nificant and important. The water first 
enters what are known as alum tanks. The 
alum takes a hand in the work by collect- 
ing the particles of mud and dirt so that 
the filters can get in their work more per- 
fectly. Thus in a half muddy and a half 
clear condition the water enters he eight 
great iron tubes in which are the filters. 
The filters consist of ¢harcoal and coarse 
sand. Through these the water soaks 
and when it comes out it is clear and pure 
and ready for the final pump into the city. 


It is sent hurling from the filters into | 


what js known as the clear water basin, 
this being a large curbed basin holding 
1,000,000 gallons. 

The gate that empties the water from 
this basin takes it direct to the last en- 
gine in the spacious building nigh at hand, 
where the finishing power is given and the 


‘water is sent two miles and a half into the 


city with’ a pressure of 165 pounds. 

The engine in this house is more powerful 
even than the two out at the river. It must 
be so, because the pressure is given by it 
by it for the city.

with sufficient power to pitch a stream over 
the highest build-ng and also meet the 
grade, the differegce of elevatian betwecn 
the level of the reservoir and the carshed 
in the city of Atlanta.

Just for experiment Mayor Goodwin, 
Engineer Clayton, Superintendent Richards, 
ex-Mayor ‘Hemphill and Messrs. Hillyer 
and Erwin tried the new waterworks yes 
terday afternoon to make sure that it 
would be ready to shoot the water into the 
city today. 

They went out in the afternoon and the 
engines were steamed up to a high pitch. 
The gates of the reservoir were turned loose 
on the filters and the water rushed into 
the clear water basin. Then Mayor Good- 
win stepped upon the ladder that leads up 
to the big engine and turned on the steam. 

The old giant, which bears the name of 
W. A. Hemphill, the mayor who took this 
enterprise in hand for Atlanta, threw its 
full power against the floods and sent 
the water of the Chattahoochee down the 
ravine at a furious rate. It worked well 
and all the officials present expressed them- 
selves as being greatly pleased at the suc- 
cess of the undertaking. 


White Man Shoote Another Near

intent to murder, and his victim, George John- 
son, lies at the home of his brother, near 
Hapeville, in an almost dying condition. 

Mr. Johnson was shot by Hayes Saturday 
afternoon last and the exact circumstances of 
the shodting are known to arily the injured 
man and to Hayes. Johnson has been making 
his home yrith his brother for some time, but 
has been "working for Hayes. 

It is said that Hayes failed to pay him and 
last week he garnisheed some one who owed 
Hayes to get his money. This greatly angered 
the latter and he set out to get even with his 
former employe. He went to the home of 
Mr. Wiley Johnson, George Johnson's 
brother. and calling the latter out, began talk- 
ing with him. While the conversation was 
going on the shot was fited and immediately 
afterwards Hayes disappeared. 

He was caught Sunday morning and brought 
to Atlanta and = failed.

Barney White, a Murderer Who Broke 
Jail, Recaptared and Safe. 


HE HELPED TO KILL LARKIN NIX. 


After Conviction and Sentence He Got 
Away,and Went to Mississippi. but 
Madea Mistake in Not Staying. 


Barney White, who was mixed up ip the 
lynching of old man Nix in Mitchell county 
a year and a half ago, was brought to At- 
lanta yesterday from Florida. He was 
tried and convicted of murder in Mitchell 
county court in March, 1892, and was 
sentenced to the penitentiary. His law- 
yers made a motion for a new triel, but be- 
fore it came on for a hearing White es- 
caped. 

Nix’s murder had been an exceedingly 
brutal one and to hasten the capture of 
White the governor offered a reward of 
$200 for his arrest. 

White had a relative named Mize, who 
was going to see a Miss Nix, daughter of 
Larkin Nex. The father believed that 
Mize’s intentions were not honorable and 
he ordered Mize t@ stay away from the 
house. A quarrel ensued and Nix shot 
Mize. 

Some of Mize’s relatives went to the 
Nix home, took the old man and started _ off 
with him, saying that they were going to 
put him in jail, but after dragging him for 
along distance they shot him to death. 

That was in October, 1891. The murder 
caused great excitement in the county. 
White was convicted the following March, 
but as stated above, he escaped. He went 
to Mississippi and after staying there for 
some months went to Ocala, Fla., and«got 
work in a phosphate mine. A few days 
ago he went to the home of his brother- 
in-law in Sewanee county, Florida,and while 
there was arrested by Sheriff Hawkins. 
of the county. The sheriff knew that there 
was a reward for the man in Georgia and 
brought him here and notified the penitenti- 
ary authorities. Colonel Jones, the princi- 
pal keeper, telegraphed the clerk of the 
superior court of Mitchell county to know 
the status of the case. He received a reply 
stating that the motion for a new tria] had 
been dismissed and that the man was ready 
for the penitentiary. On this information 
an order was given fer White’s commit- 
ment to the Chattahoochee Prick Company 
and he was delivered. 

White declared that he was not wanted 
for murder, but for riot. He would not 
talk much about his case and seemed to be 
under the impression that his motion for 
a new trial was still pending and that he 
would ‘be sent back to Mitchell county. 

Sheriff Hawkins went to the executive 
department and got his warrant for the 
reward. 


AN EXCELLENT SCHOOL, 


The Edgewood Mission of the Central Pres- 
byterian Chufch of This City. 


One of the most successful] and thriving 
mission schools in this city is that of the 
park. 

It was started in February, 1890, by a 
few earnest and determined young men, 
al) of whom were members of the Prayer 
Association of the Central Presbrteriau 
chureh.

Recently a_ revival was 
conducted by them with the result of 
several accessions to the church. Uvery 
week the neighborhood is visited in a thor- 
ough and systematic way and the mission 
is thoroughly organized, while all of the 
people in the neighborhood are interested 
in its work. 

The result of the mission school will 
probably be a handsome church in the near 
future. With this end in view the work 
is progressing steadily and the hopes of 
the officers interested in the school wil] be 
no doubt realized. The work from the 
beginning has been self-sustaining and 
no one has been called upon for a cent

His Memory. Honored by the Confed- 
erate Veterans of This City. 


HIS LAST VISIT TO ATLANTA RECALLED 


He Wasthe Memor'al Orator Last April, 
and Made a Profound Impression.—He 
Was Attacked Whilo Here. 


The sad death of General Holtzclaw, 

which occurred in Alabama a few days 
ago, has been made the subject of a set 
of beautiful resolutions passed by the Con- 
federate Veterans’ Associajion of this 
city. 
It will be remembered that General Holtz- 
claw was the last Memorial day orator 
in this city and his effort on that occasiou 
was one of fervid and patriotic beauty. 
The speech was delivered in the open air 
and under a clear sky in the presence of a 
vast multitude of people, but the voice of 
the orator could be distinctly heard and ev- 
ery syllable that came from his lips was giv- 
en a loyal greeting by the ears upon which 
it fell, 

General Holtzclaw seemed to be the very 
picture of health on that day. 

He was in the best of spirits and was s0 
enthised with his subject and with the 
memory of his old camrades who wore the 
gray that he expressed himself as being in 
the best health he ever enjoyed. , 

It was a day of rich memories and the 
orator who paid such a glowing tribute 
to the martyred heroes of the south became 
associated with his theme to such an ex- 
tent that his praise was on every lip. It 
was a most unusual speech and the day 
was celebrated in a manner that fitly com- 
memorated the services of the confederate 


dead. 

General Holtzclaw remained jn the city 
for several days and while standing in the 
Kimball house one day received a stroke 
of apoplexy. We rallied, however, and 
after the arrival of his son was able to 
take the trip home. It was his last jour- 
ney, however, and after laying his wreath 
of flowers on the graves of the confederate 
soldiers he went back to breathe out his 
own life among the flowers of Alabama. He 
continued, with a few hopeful intermissions, 
to grow worse until the end came a few 
days ago and the gallant soldier was at 
rest. 

During his visit to Atlanta the weight of 
General Holtzclaw was in the neighborhood 
of three hundred pounds. Colonel Calhoun, 
who bad always been a warm personal friend 
of the general and who rodé with him over 
the city dc ring his visit, called attention 
to his weight and remarked that he was 


3,” said he, “I am too fat. I can’t 
account for my size and I have tried every 
way to reduce it. 

Georgia as the boyhood home and birtb- 
place of this gallant genera! was fitly hon- 
ored in having him with her om jacs Me- 
morial day and it was not unwisely or- 
dered that his last words if public should 
be spoken where his earliest ones were 
lisped.

Only a few months ago, 
on our last Memurial Day, in response to the 
invitation of the Ladies’ Memoria] Associa- 
tion, he was witb us in the full strength of 
4a mature manhood and filled with love for 
the memories of our comrades who had gone 
before and whose remaing were resting in 
the soil of his native state. In the presence 
of a very large assemblage of our people he 
delivered the annual memorial address, and 
we can never forget how beautifully gud how 
feelingly he spoke of the services of thuse 
who participated in defense of the south— 
thei’ bravery, their privationg, their patriot- 
ism, their self-sacrifice and” their glorious 
deaths. It touched the hearts of thousands 
of the vast audience present and brought 
tears to the eyes of the old veterans who, 
with him, had survived the great conflict. 
He designed to spend a few days in the city 
socially with his old friends and comrades, 
but in the midst of these pleasures was sud- 
denly and without warning stricken with a 
disease which proved fatal, and now all that 
ia mortal of this noble man rests in the land 
he loved so well, and his spirit is. with the 
dead heroes of the south whose virtues he 580 
eloguently portrayed.

On 
Alabama street as the firemen went rushing 
to the fire they collided with a melon wagon 
and scattered canteloupes far and wide. 
They got to the house and saved it from 
burning after a hard fight—all on account 
of a nickel. 

J. Willie. will long be remembered at po- 
lice headquarters where he established a 
reputation for being not only the youngest 
prisoner ever entertained by the city, but 
for being the livest and most ungovernable 
one. He wanted to lick Call Officer Beav- 
ers and said he would do so if the latter 
dared accuse him of arson. 

J. Willie lives in the rear of Woodward 
avenue with his grandmother, and if he is 
not monarch of all he surveys he wants 
to be.

THE CHICAGU MAKEET. 


Features ef the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 
CHICAGO, July 24.—There was a stirring 
up of the whole grain market today. For 
the first time in three months great bull 
movements were started in all the pits. Bull- 


ish sentiment had been so much suppressed | 
for weeks and the trade was se largely over- 


sold in all markets that-the turn in the tide 


was of a sensational character. 


The wheat trade had the Siam war cloud, 


the light Indian shipments, the promise that 


farmers will not ship much new wheat at 


present prices, a decrease of nearly 1,000,000 


bushels of wheat on ocean passage, following 
clearanees last week of over 5,000,000 of 
bushels, and, more than all this, reports of 
fresh damage to spring wheat in the north- 
west from the heat. The bulls seemingly let 
themselves out regardless of any afterclap. 
The market was given a twist of 2 cents for 
the day, closing at the top at 681-2c. for 
September and 743-4c. for December. The 
first sales were made at 5-8@1c. advance and 
after some fluctuations advanced 1-2c. more. 
Shorts were anxious to cover and there was 
a very strong feeling developed, with but 
little wheat for saie. Then followed an eas 
jer feeling, influenced partially by the re- 
ports of rain in the northwest and cooler 
weather, and also by the decreased visible 
supply, which was rather a disappointment 
to operators. Prices receded 7-8c., then held 
steady for a while, but again advanced, this 
time lc., closing at the top. 

The scramble in corn and oats began Sat- 
urday when prices were marked up lic, on 
reports of damage from dry weather. This 
morning the reports were even more alarm- 
ing. The weather was hot everywhere and 
crops in a serious way in many sections. A 
sensational bull market was started. The ex- 
citement lasted to the close, when the Sep- 
tember price was 2c. up at 41 3-4c., and the 
May price nearly 21-2c. up at 415-8c. Ship- 
ments for the day were néarly 1,000,000 
bushels and stocks light. The visible supply 
decreased 1,246,00 bushels and the country 
buyers added terror to the shorts, who. were 
on the run. 

There was a good trade in oats and a 
stronger market. The improvement was due 
to the continued reports of rust in the west, 
to the advance in corn and to the covering 
by shorts, The market opened strong at 
nearly le. advance and after frequent fluctu- 
ations closed steady at about the top, at a 
net advance of 1 1-471 5-8Sc. 

The provision market was without much 
change from Saturday’s closing prices for a 
long time, but finaliy the managers of the 
deal saw an opportunity in the great strength 
of the grain markets to give the shorts a 
gentle squeeze toward. the close and the 
shorts themselves did the rest. The closing 
rices show a gain in September and Octo- 
er lard of 271-2, an@ in September ribs of 
32 1-2c. Ribs were the most active of the 
articles traded in during the greater part of 
the day, bnt lard woke up toward the end 
also and led in the activity.

| SPELLING IS THE ‘WEAK POINT’ 


That Demands Attention, He Says, and 
He Has Acted Accordingly—The Gov- 
ernor Has Gone Over the State Road. 


The Peabody institute for teachers at 
Thomasville is getting on finely, says Cap- 
tain S$. D. Bradwell, the state school 
commissioner. He gspent all last week 
down there and got the institute well un- 
der way. One hundred and thirty white 
teachers were in attendance and 110 col- 
ored teachers. Each branch of the insti- 
tution has its corps of instructors composed 
of the best teachers.

ALL THE LINES HAD TO CUT DOWN. 


Railroad Men Are Feeling the Effect of 
the Scarcity of Money—Four Trains 
a Day tothe World’s Fair. 


There was good travel to the world’s 
fair yesterday from Atlanta. For several 
days the crowd had been holdimg back, 
waiting to see what would be done in re- 
gard to the rates. That was settled Satur- 
day afternoon, and the people who had 
been delaying their trip started yesterday. 

Travel has not been as heavy as was ex- 
pected. The genera] passenger agents in 
this section of the country had an idea 
that business would not be tremendous at 
any time. But preparations were made: 
on a more extensive scale than has been 
found to be necessary. 

It was decided that it would pay better 
to try to induce travel by offering through 
fast trains than by cheap rates and ordinary 
service. 

The public generally does not take into 
consideration many things which the rail- 
road men have to keep in view. A ten- 
dollar rate for the round trip was asked, 
but the traffic oflicials said they could not 
give that. There is the local trave! and 
the summer resort business to look after. 
A ten-dollar rate to Chicago would be a 
harvest for the scalpers, and would ruin 
business to every other point. For in- 
stance, people going to Niagara or New 
York would take advantage of such a rate, 
and the lines running into the northeast 
from the south would kick against it. The 
adjustments of one railroad’s business. to 
that of another are almost as delicate as 
the meahanism of a fine watch. When 
rates get out of gear in one section they 
effect rates in otber directions. 

Some of the railroad men said at the 
first that the southern people would not go 
to the fair by the thousands, because the 
south had not the money. And they 
opposed a low rate because there would not 
be enough business at a small margin to 
make it pay. 

So it has come to pass that some of 
the extra service put on early in the season 
has been taken off simply because it did 
not pay. First, the East Tennessee stopped 
running the train which leaves here at 
2:10 o'clock p. m., through to Chicago. 
This is a train which comes from Macon, 
and runs solid, vestibuled through to Cin- 
cinnati. If there are fifteen passengers 
from Chattanooga and points below on 4 
car for Chicago, it will go on to Chicago. 
Passengers leaving here at 2:10 o'clock p. 
m, get in Chicago at 4:35 o'clock the next 
afternoon, 

The Western and Atlantic put on a velvet 
vestibule from Atlanta to Chicago, running 
through by way Of Evansville and getting 
to Chicago at 8:58 the next morning. This 
train is still on. The train which left here 
at 2:15 o’clock and ran solid to St. Louis 
has been discontinued bexond Chattanooga. 

As things stand now, each route has 
practically laid off one through train and 
keeps one on. The Western and Atlantic 
runs a sleeper from Atlanta to Chicago 
on the night train, leaving here at 8:20. 
This sleeper goes: by way of Louisville, and 
thence over the ‘Pennsylvania lines. And 
then it has the vistibule running through to 
Chicago, making ‘the trip in twenty-three 
oe by way of the high bridge at Evans- 
ville. , 

The East Tennessee has its Florida vesti- 
bule, leaving here at 6:35 in the morning 
and getting in Ohicago the next morning 
at 7:35. The 2:10 p. m. train is a vesti- 
bule running to Cincinnati and landing 


passengers at 4:35 the next afternoon. 
The ——— sleeper from Savannah by 
the Nancy Hanks to Chicago did not pay, 
and was taken off. 
Travel is good, but, instead of having a 
hundred passengers a day from this terri- 
tory, the roads are glad to get fifty apiece.

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Mr. B. W. Martin Arrested Under the 
Bucket Shop Section. 


SAYS HE IS A COMMISSIONED AGENT. 


Many Gentlemen Tell Judge Calhoun How 
They Invested ‘in Various Stocks. 
‘he Decision Held Up. 


Judge Andy Calhoun was led into the 
mysteries of stock speculation yesterday 
afternoon. His judicial feet were guided 
juto the complex and mazy world of chance 
by a half dozen gentlemen who buy stock 
and sell it, sometimes for loss and often at 
a profit, a resident agent of a foreign stock 
broker and by two attorneys. It was a 
long and toilsome journey, and after the 
judge had made jt with his several compan- 
ions he was unable to determine as to the 
merits of the case in hand, but knew vastly 
more about stocks and the procedures by 
which they are bought and sold than he 
had ever known before. 

The oceasion for the long judicial journey 
inte the realms of a world new to most 
judicial minds was the cases made aganst 
Mr. B. W. Martin, the Atlanta agent of 
Purnell Hegeman & Co., Lamson Bros., 
White & Co.. and J. S. Bache & Co., 
A. S. Crist, his telegraph operator and Mr. 
J. C. Knox,'a gentleman connected with 
Mr. Martin. 

The business of Mr. Martin is familiar 
to most Atlantians but the exact charac- 
ter of it is known to but few. It Was gen- 
erally known, however, that gentlemen 
bought futures there and there was a ques- 
tion in the minds of many as to whether 
the business was legal or not. Some claimed 
that Mr. Martin was doing an independent 
business and paid his losses out of his own 
capital, where his earnings went. 

Yesterday Acting Chief of Police Wright 
took upon his shoulders the duty of investi- 
gating the legality of this business. Under 
his instructions, Detectves Looney and 
Cason made cases against Mr. B. W. Mar- 
tin, Mr. A. S. Crist and Mr. 3. C. innox, 
the specific violation named in the charge 
being that defined jn sections 369 and 37U 
of the city code. ‘Those two sections pro- 


vide a penalty of $500 and costs for run-' 


ning bucket shops and define bucket shops as 
places where persons can buy goods nomi- 
nally for future delivery, but where the 
real purpose is to speculate in the chance 
of a rise or a decline in the goods or arti- 
cles sold, or dealing in futures or margins. 

lor two hours yesterday afternoon Jufge 
Calhoun listened to testimony on both 
sides of the question raised by the detec- 
tives. Mr. Tulton Colville, assistant city 
utturney, represented the city and Mr. Wal- 
ter Li. Brown represented the three defend- 
auts. Several witnesses were present to 
offer testimony on the disputed pvlnt. 

The city first introduced Mr. J. 4. Comp- 
ton, who testified that he had bought stocks 
at Mr. Martin’s place. As an instance he 
cited his last transaction there. He had 
bought Atchison railroad, paying @ margin 
of S3 per share. 

Many questions were fired at Mr. Comp- 
ton for the purpose of bringing out the 
point if he bought the stocks merely for 
speculation, or had made a real bona fide 
transaction bry which he expected to come 
in possession of the stocks. 

He said that*he supposed that he could 
have had the stock if he had desired, but 
he gave Mr. Martin instructions to sell. 

“And you got the margin and the profit?” 
Judge Calhoun asked. 

“No, sir,” said Mr. Compton, “I did not 
—] Jost.” 

Mr. M. B. Berrom had bought wheat 
fron Mr. Martin. No, he did _ not 
deal in wheat. He never saw the wheat. 
He put up a margin of three cents a bushel. 
He ordered Mr. Martin to sell the wheat. 
The wheat was sold in Chicago and he got 
the money that very day. 

R. W. Farrow had also bought railroad 
stocks. He paid a certain afhount as mar- 
gin, kept that margin up, if the market de- 
manded it and ordered the stocks sold when 
the market was favorable, or dropped them 
altogether when too much margin was 
Leeded. 

Mr. J. Perkins had purchased Richmond 
Terminal and New England stocks. One 
of the stocks he now had in, the other he 
had sold at a loss.. He understood that 
when he gave Mr. Martin an order for 
any kind of stecks that order was executed 
by that gentleman’s New York correspond- 
ent. Three or four other gentlemen ftesti- 
fied on the same line, Attorney Colville 
submitted as evidence a printed contract 
such as exists between Mr. Martin and his 
customers. 

For the defense Mr. Walter Brown ten- 
dered as evidence two tax receipts. One 
bore the signature of Tax Collector Stew- 
art and was for $1,000, special annual! 
tax: the other was in City Clerk Dark 
Woodwards handwriting, and was for 
$50 tax as merchandise brokers. Mr, 
Brown said these receipts established the 
fact that Mr. Martin’s business had been 
recognized as separate and distinct from 
the bucket shops, which were under the 
ban. 

Mr. Aaron Haas was introduced by the 
defense. He had been in the same busi- 
ness as Mr. Martin, and has not the 
slightest doubt that Mr. Martin was acting 
as the agent of New York firms and was 
paid a commission for his services. He 
had done business with Mr. Martin and 
thought that if he had desired he could 
have réceived stock for his purchase. 

Mr. Martin made a very clear statement. 
He was the representative of two or three 
New York and one or two Chicago firms. 
He took orders for stock, telegraphed them 
immediately over his private wire to his 
correspondent, the stock was bought, and 


he received a part of the commission re-— 


ceived by the New York or Chicago deal- 
ers. In other words, he was merely doing 
business on commission. Mr. Crist testi- 
fied as to the trasmission of orders for 
stock and gave the formulas used. 

The mass of testimony left Judge Cal- 
houn in doubt. He was unable to determine 
without thinking over the matter whether 
Mr. Martin had violated the specified sec- 
tions or not. He announced that he would 
render his decision Saturday. ~
